report issued by F. .W. G ist, agricul 
.ural statistician, working in coopera 
'ion with the State M arkets Division 
if the Alabam a Department o f Agri 
wlture. 
The aggregate amount held

farm ers 
was 82,272,000 bushels 
Fhis compared with 30,166,000 bushel* 
»n farm » one year ago and 34,520,000 
bushels two years ago. 
Three per 
•ent of the Alabam a crop of last yeai 
Has been or will be shipped out of 
the county of growth, equivalent to 
2.017.000 bushels, which com pares with 
shipments of 1,756,000 bushels fron 
l.he 1919 crop and 3,38-1,000 bushels 
from the crop o f 1918. 
Ten per cent of the 1920 wheat 
crop 
remained 
on farm s March 1. 
1921, 
equivalent 
to 6x,o00 bushels 
earn paring with 161,000 last March 
tnd 133,000 two years ago. 
Only 1 
per cent of the wheat crop has beer, 
or will be shipped out of the county 
of growth as grain. 
Twelve per cent, or K20,000 bushels, 
>f the 1920 oats crop was on farm s on 
March 1 
this year, compared with 
801.000 last year and 976,000 two 
vea re ago.
